1 ) Applicant's amendment filed 08/1 5/03 in Paper No. 1 2 is acknowledged and entered. Claims 2, and 1 6-2 1 are canceled by the 
amendment. Claims 1, 5, and 8 are amended by the amendment. Claims 22-28 are added by the amendment. 

2) Applicant elected Group I (Claims 1, and 3-9) with traverse is acknowledged and the traversal will be address in the next Office 
Action. Applicant also elected with traverse the following elected species: 1) the nucleic acid scaffold having a 5' and 3' flanking 
region with a sequence as set forth in SEQ ID Nos. 1 and 2 and a randomized middle sequence of 36 nucleotides that includes 3 of the 
4 bases occuring at similar frequency and one of the four bases occurring at a rare frequency of 5% (i.e. 2 positions); 2) the linkers are 
two identical linkers that are formed by reacting phenylboronic acid with salicylhydroxamic acid, each linker being bound to a uridine 
residue on the scaffold through a 5-position of a uracil base of the uridine residue; 3) the agents are two threonine residues each bound 
to a linker through a carboxyl group on each of the threonine molecules; 4) the target is a thrombin target; 5) the interaction is a 
fnorphatide that binds to, or associates with an agent; 6) the method of separation is chromatography. The traversal of the species 
election will be address in the next Office Action. 

3) However the newly added claim 24 contains sequence disclosures (e.g. SEQ ID NOs 1 and 2) that are encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). Therefore, this application fails to 
comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .821 through 1.825 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With 
Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures. Further, the 
speciifcation (pages 61-62) has numerous sequences, which do not comply with sequence rules.
